this duty, as well as of all others, tehdcth 
much to the public advantage. For fuqh is 
QUI lutuial frame and couftitution. that an 
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ekcellefit charader nfedeflarily plealetli tis; 
Hence in fome breafts emulation Is kindledi 
and we are greatly incited to procure to our* 
felve* that efteemaad applaufe which wd 
fee others obtain, and eagerly Jftrive to be pot* 
fefs'd of thofe qualities^ which we pbferrein 
them to be the means of attfafting it. For 
tho' Nature has kindly fbwn in our n:\jbids the 
feeds of thei defire of fame, yet they ar^ rajoe*- 
\y feeato fp rout forth and rife in their full 
vigour, except whea awaken'd and calM fdrtftl 
•by .the funlhine of fome bright escample. Aiwi 
it is. very oblerv^Sle that, contemporary 'geaife. 
us' s like trees growing together, ^cosrdgd 
and, as it were, draw one another up tO'Sii 
unufual height.'— -'Tis true the examples of 

the 
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the deceas'd are not (6 apt to fire us with 
tbit warmth of qndation, as thole of the 
living, or. even to be in the leaft notic'd by 
the generality of mankind, if there be no- 
thbg fiirprizing or, uncommon in the ac- 
counts giv'n of them. Tliis, I'm aiiraid, is 
our Author's cafe, whole circumftances and 
the low fphere he aded in, may perhaps in 
tkeeyes of the injudicious, and thofe who 
haye' not learned to put a true value upon 
fihingSi render him too mean for public no- 
tic6. .But true greatnefs, Uke true happinefs, 
oifflBfifteth not in external glare and pomp; it 
ts^fojnething within, Ibme good ceconomy 
tkero, that giveth them both exiftence. The 
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lowefl: perfon in a Community is as capabltf 

of heroifm, as the moft exalted. 

But though the one may really upon a trud

calculation be found to deferve as well of \ 
mankind as the other; yet, even faithfully 

* 

pourtrayed, he is fer from meeting with the 
fame favourable reception. People are go- 
verned in their opinions of men, as they are 
in their own lives, more by palRon and pre- 
judice, than by cool reafon and deliberate 
judgment. Let people's adtions be ever fb 
honeft, and their conduct ever {o well regu- 
lated, if there be nothing in them to x^h 
the aftonilhment of mankind, if there be no 
variety of incidents to, touch the paflionj and 
engage the attention, or if they are not re- 

com- 
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c<»Bflien4ed by outwaxd pomp and equipage, 
tliey will be palled by unnoticed and unre- 
garded. Hence it is that thofe who chufe a 
private life and retirement, though they may 
exert every generous, focial virtue as i&x as 
their influence reacheth, make no very emi- 
nent figure in hiftory. It is from luch reflec- 
,tions as thefe, that we are debarred from wri- 
ting in a formal manner a life, which alt who 
knew can teftify to have been highly exemr, 
plary. We fhall only therefore barely make 
mention of thofe occurrences and thofe vir- 
tues, to which if we fhould affect to give an 
air of importance, we fhould d ilgufl the ge- 
:nerality of readers. 
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-:i|0SlAlI^ RELPH, the Author of tihe fbllav^ 
ing PoHrrtsi was born at Sehergham on the third day> 
of Deceniber, 171 2. He was educated at Applet 
by in Weftmoreland, 'till he was fifteen years of age j 
at which age and place having acquired a fuffident 
Hock of what generally goes by the name of fchool- 
leahiing, he was removed to the Univerfity of Ghf^n 
gow. He gave fome diftingiiifhing proofsof a-'remar-''^^ 
kable genius there; but hisfhort flay did notailow"^^^ 
him to arrive at any complete maft^ry in the Scifences; ^ 

However he was fo well acquainted witli the princi-

pks of mod of them, that it was no great difficulty ^cf 
him to. improve in them unaflifted at his ownleifure :

content to teach a Grammar-School at Seberghara -; 
(the falary of which was raifed to him by Toluntary< -

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«xft Bu^birhearerswere foon deprited'tdFiwtiililjr 
ooe of the beft teachers, but likewife one pf the beft 
patterns of all true jnety and virtue; for he died JiSn, 
36. 1743, m the thirty fecond year of his age. " 



His Philofophy and virtue he did not exhibit, as 
moft people do, like curious plate, upon fome public 
occafions only and to entertain company with; but 
he made thein fobfervient to the common ufes and 
ordinary occurrences of life. His modefty may per- 
haps appear to have been too excefli ve j for he al* 
ways avoided company: and when any of his pieces 
that, had got abroad, or any aftion of his that was 
trtdy praife-worthy, w^as made the fubjed of a com* 
phment to him, he always bluflied to find himfelf fo 
wett known.— He never endeavoured to court the fa- 
vout c^the Great, or recommend himfelf to their pa- - 

tronage at the expence of truth and probity: he had 

no 
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&<M7¥«ihi;veemng opimoQ of his owadefertsiben^ief 
broke out in. violent exclamations againJOt his fwperi^ 
Qi)]:;s agr^^^dlefs of merit; but was entirely eafy 4n hi^ 
drcumftances, nor. was ever known either to endea-^ 



vour or to wifli to better them, — ^He had a paffionat^ 
fellow-feeling for all the diftrefles of mankind; and 
was never wanting to relieve them, as far as his abili- 
ties extended. When his health was declining, hefent 
fef his poor parifliioners lingly to his chanaber, but 
particularly thofe whom he knew to be dilig^^t and 
induftrious,^ and made them very bountifuli jwrefents; 
but at the fame time ftridly enjoined their fecrecy. 
Thus he took more care in concealing his virtues, 
than other people do their vices ; for thefe to too mar 
ny are matter of boaft and triumph. He was abfle- 

V 

mious to a very great degree ; for he lived entirely 
upon milk and vegetables for feveral years. It were 
t6 be wifhed indeed diat this temperance flaould have 

had 
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had it's natural dfeft, and prolonged a Itf*' fc Vdry 
valuableT but his fedentary way of livmg, and hisun^ 
interrupted application to his ftudies, threw him in-» 
to fome hectical diforders, which carried him off.— « 
He was by his natural temperament and^conftituti- 
on very touch addicted to pafiion ; but by a command* 
ding Reafon and a due ufe of his phiiofophy, he fo 
far tuifned the byafs, that none was ever more pati- 
ent of injuries, lefs fenfible of affronts, or more mHId 
in his fecial commerce. This may ferve for a lefiKcm 
to thofe people, who think it fufficient to plead excit- 
fesfrom Nature for their extravagancies in this kind; 
and teach them that all ebullitions of wrath and anger 
may eafily be reftrained by a proper difcipline. 

After this fliort and imperfeft sketch of his cha- 
rafter, we (ball proceed to view him in another lights 
which is more engaging to moft people, viz. as a wri- 
ter, and a man of genius aiid learning; tho' in fa^ the

Without this, none, I believe, let wild Naaire's vP 
gour work never fo ftrongly, ever arofe to any greats 
dkftinAion: and with it there is none, let his capaci^ 
ties be only upon a level with the bulk of mankind^
